The London Times says the rise of prices at 
the close of yesterday was ip consequence of 
rumors that an armistice had been concluded. 
The details of the story were of a very improb- 
able kind, but it sufficed to frighten the spec- 
ulators for a fall in repurchasing to some ex- 
tent; consequently all stocks rose sharpiy. 
United States funds continue firm. 

MIDHAT PASHA.

TURKISH LEGISLATURE. 

Despite the pressure from the palace and 
threats of dissolution, the members of the Turk- 
ish House of Representatives have been assall- 
ing the Government with great freedom and 
bitterness. They probably have the population 
of Stamboul on their side, and it is doubtful 

“whether they would obey a decree of dissolu- 
tion, even if the Government ventured to take 
such a step. 


ARMY OPERATIONS. 
SERVIAN DEFBAT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 8.—An official dispatch 
is published announcing that, after two days’ 
sanguinary fighting, Hafiz Pasha, commanding 
the NovieBazar Division, had reoccupied Kurs- 
chumeja. The Servian loss was considerable. 
Eyoub Pasha, commanding the civic guard at 
Novi-Bazar, also defeated the Servians, pursuing 
them to the frontier, burning six of their mili- 
tary stations, and destroying their intrench- 
ments; 

THE TURKISH RETREAT. 

Bocort, Jan. 8.—The Russians have occupied 
Slatitza and Petrichevo. , 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.—Chakir Pasha telegraphs to 
Constantinople that, after checking the Russian 
advance with great loss at Petrichevo, be re- 
tired to strongly-intrenched positions at Fol- 
brine and Otlukkoi. 

THE DANUBE. 

Lon vox, Jan. 8.—A Bucharest special says 
the Danube is now thoroughly frozen over. The 
cold weather continucs. 

The railway from Frateshti to Simnitza will 
be opened for traffic Friday. This will enable 
the Russians to transport the new fron bridge 
which they have had ready, and only awaited 
the completion of the railway to the Danube. 
Ten small steamers have also been brought 
from Russia for use in connection with the

SOUTH AMERICA, 
A MURDEROUS MUTINY. 

Wasniweton, D. C., Jan. 8.—Commander 
Rogers, commanding the United States steam- 
ship Adams, writes to the Secretary of the 
Navy, from Sandy Point, Straits ot Magellan, 
S. A., giving particulars of the revolt of the 
garrison there. The first murder committed 
seems to have been that of a Captain of a com- 
pany of seldiers, numbering about 100, who 
were regular artillery troops. They mutilated 
the Captain in the most horrible manner, and 
then opened fire with artillety upon the Goy- 
ernor’s house. Tae Governor, upon mak- 
ing his appearance, was knocked on the 
head and left insensible. He, however, re- 
covered after some time, and made 
his escape. His family also escaped, almost 
naked, to the woods. The mutineers then re- 
leased the convicts, and, altogether, they num- 
bered nearly 200, armed with rifies. The fol- 
lowing day the mutineers committed the most 
incredible excesses in the way of wanton killing, 
burping, and sacking. Next day the mutineers 
deserted the place, carrying off ali the public 
funds and much private property. The munti- 
neers burned all the public property and a 
number of stores; in fact, the best part of the 
town is in ashes. The streets were strewn with 
the dead bodies the killed. Most of the

ings. The hospital was with ‘five 
wounded men in it. 

Commander Rogers says it Was the intention 
of the mutineers to capture the steamer Mem- 
phis, soon expected; but, as her commander had 
previous notice of the revolt, he seized the 
soldiers, convicts, and Captain of the port, who 
rowed out to bim suggesting a fine anchorage 
under the guns ofthe fort. He then went to 
sea, and, mecting with the United States steam- 
er Adams, reported the condition of irs. 
Commander gers took the mutineers on 
board his vessel and hastened to Sandy Point, 
where his presence was much sppreciated by 
the Chilian authorities. 

As tothe cause of the revolt there seems to 
be no reliable information, It is reported and 
believed that the padre or priest of this colony 
has had much to do in instigating it, he being 
an enemy of the Government, and he is now 
one of the prisoners confined on board the 
Chilian steamer Magellenes; 

In the destruction of prégerty not the slight- 
est regard was paid to apy nationality. A 
twelve-pounder shot was fired clear through the 
English Consulate, and the Viee-Consul himself 
was pursued and fired at a number of times. 
However, he escaped in hib own boat.

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 8.—Mr. S. A. Gal- 
pin, late Chief Clerk of the Indian Bureau, as- 
serts that he has beeh very unjustly treated 
botn by the Board of Inauiry, whose report is 
printed to-day, and by Secretary Schurz.

TRYING TO AVERT A WAR. 

Information was received here yesterday that 
efforts are being made by Messrs. Albert Fink 
and N. Guilford, Western and Eastern Pool 
Commiasioners, and Mr. H. J. Jewett, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the New 
York pool, to induce the Managers of the roads 
leading to the East from the principal Westeru 
points to form a pool on the same basis as the 
New York pool. They claim that nothing else 
than such action can prevent another disastrous 
railroad war. It is understood that Vanderbilt 
is also favoring guch an arrangement, and that 
the cutting of rateson the part of his roads 
during the last few months has been dove with 
a view of bringing about this result. The meet- 
ing of Managers which was to have been bef in 
New York to-day has been postponed until to- 
morrow, to give the Managers of all the West- 


ern roads connecting with the Eastern trunk 


Unes a chance to be present and participate in 
the proceedings. Owing to the reluctance of the 
managers of the Western roads connecting with 
the Eastern trunk lines to go into a fight, it is 
probable that they will consent to a pooling ar- 
rangement of that kind, but it is very doubtful 
that it will have any better success than the 
present agreement for the maintenance of 
rates among those roads. A pool on the East- 
pound business is considered an absurdity by 
managers who have made railroad problems a 
study, because there are s0 many conflicting in- 
terests to be taken in. To arrange a satisfac- 
tory division between the numberless roads 
leading to the East from Western points would 
require such herculean labors that even such 
fine statisticians and figurers as Messrs. Fink 
and Guiiford would be uygble to do the work. 
Besides this, the railroads Would hardly be able 
to control the steamboat lines counecting 
with the roads on the other side of 
the lake, whieh would certainly ac 
cept the advantages offered and 
make rates that woula give them the bulk of 
the business. Then the Grand Trunk, which 
will have a continuous line to this city before 
many months have passed, will hardly consent 
to become a party to stich an arrangement, un- 
less it should be allowed as large a share of the 
business as is given to the Michigan Centrai and 
Michigan Southern, which these roads wil) under 
no consideration allow. The probable object 
ofthe Eastern managers in trying to form a 
pool on East-bound business is to prevent a 
war for the present merely, and continue to 
get high rates until the opening of navigation, 
for lSnger than that time a pool of this kind 
cannot possibly be maintained.

After the delights of. Dresden and the interest 
of Nuremberg, the Capital of Bavaria is mod- 
ern and prosaic. We find Munich a city of great 
comfort and luxury, with galleries of painting 
and sculpture which deserve their world-wide 
reputation. Hotels bere are elegant and ex- 
pensige. On the other hand, cafes and restau- 
rants are pleasant and cheap. Our time being 
short, we fly to the Pinakothek, or gallery of 
paintings, upon whore door we find a disap- 
pointing sentence which tells us that we can- 
not enter until next lay. We therefore content 
ourselves With a visit to 

THE S6LYPTOTHEK, — 
or sculpture-gallery, which is one of great in- 
terest. Besides the merit of general selection and 
arrangement, this gallery possesses some mar- 
bies of unique Value add interest. In beauty, 
its greatest boast isin two statues—the Bar- 
berin! Faun and.the Illioneus. The latter is, 
indeed, but a fragment, but art-critics have 
much to say of the bloom and softness of 
youth which appear in its gra-ious outlines. 
The Faun—a sleeping figure, well-known to all 
lovers of art—was found ip or near Nome, and 
carefully restored by an Italiau~ sculptor, of 
perhaps eighty years ago, from whom the Bar- 
berini family, with the aid of the Roman Gov- 
ernment, forcibly took it,—paying in return the 
miserable pittance which they chose to consider 
the artist's due. The poor man died of chagrin 
and disappointment. Never may lips of ours 
touch the honey of those Barberini bees. The 
wine of the Borgias would not be more hateful 
to us. 

On the score gf antiquity, 

THE AGINITAN MARBLES 

stand foremost among the treasures of the 
Glyptothek. These figures once formed the 
pediment of the temple at Agina. One might 
like better to see them here, H one had not 
climbed to the breezy height where the beautiful 
marble shrine still stands, despotled of its 
chief ornament. Time, the elements, the Turks, 
have spared this fair edifice; but Bavaria 
could not spare the statues, and 
so its officers carried them away. They belong 
to an early period of Greek art, and are not 
beautiful. Their arrangement and adaptation 
to the architectural intention are, nevertheless, 
not without grace; while, as monuments of 
archaic expression, they are invaluable. 

We do not find the Givptothek quite as inter- 
esting ag the seulpturegallery of Berlin. 
Neitber does the Pinakothek quite equal for us 
the Dresden Gullery. True, the first possesses 
a hall entirely filled with. Rubens pi:tures. 
Some of these are first-rate; but some of the 
largest are of little value, and grieve us, who 
love the splendid master. The Marillo pictures 
here represent mostiy scenes of peasant-life, 
and are well known through copies and engrav- 
ings. The endless halls gnd cabinets are full of 
beantiful and interesting works of art; but 
there are no two pictures which equal the 
Raphael and Corgegzio of Dresden. 

THE MONSTROUS BRONZE STATUE OF BAVARIA 
is much visited by stravgers. It is certainly an 
imposing work, and is finely placed, being visi- 
ble ata great distance. The internal ascent 
and visit to the hollow head of the statue proved 
a very uncomfortable experiment to ond of us, 
—-the bronze being heated with the afternoon- 
oom, and the atmosphere within quite intolera- 
8 * 


The principal palace is well worth a visit. The 
manner in which this visit must be made de- 
tracts much from its pleasure and profit. Appli- 
cants for admission are first penned together in 
a large vestibule, empty of interest. They are 
then ordered to march through the various 
salons,--the guide shouting at the top of bis 
lungs his explanation of what one should see if 
time were only given to see it properly. In 
the grand ball-room, he tells us of 
the prodigious uumber of wax-lights re- 
el to fill the tall lustres. In the state bed- 
room, we sce the wonderful coverlid, almost 
solid with gold embroidery, the work of which 
occupied forty persons for ten years,—the gold 
used being in proportion to the more precious, 
time. Here is a fine series of frescoes by Cor- 
neltus, illustrating the story of the Nibelungeri 
Lide. Nothing ig tye palace interests Visitors 
more than the 

CELEBRATED GALLERY OF BEAUTIES, 
painted by the order of King Louis of Bavaria, 
and including, as nearly as possible, all the 
handsome women of his time and domain. 
Democratic the eollection certainly is, since it 
ranges from the daughters of small traders to 
the ranks of the high nobility. The great 
beauty of all among these was a tailor’s daugh- 
ter. One of the finest beads is that of à dauga- 
ters of Marco Bozaaris. Most, if not all of 
these portraits are by the hand of the court- 
painter, and there is a great monotony in their 
treatment, despite the varieties of feature and’ 
com piexion. 

This brief mention must suffice for Munich 
just now, because we are impatient to leave it. 
Another country, perhaps the mest beautiful 
in Europe, lies so near at hand that we can feel 
its mighty attraction tugging at our hearts. S@ 
a nod of farewell, and away by rail. The Lake 
of Constance is but a few hours distant. And,

ETERNAL PUNISHMENT. 


Cason Ferrar’s Philological “argument 
Atzalust it Briefly Considered, by a Qier- 
gywman of loss.

MaRsgALitTown, Ia., Jan. 7.—It may be, as 
you state in your issue of Wednesday last, that 
„the question of eternal punishment of the 
unconverted is in a fair way to be rediscussed by 
the divioes. Every doctringof the Bible must 
be “rediscussed,” as often as it is called in 
question from any influestia) quarter,.whether 
among fufidels or professed believers. But that 
the rediscussion of this question will result in 
any material modification of the old doctrine ts 
altogether incredible. 

For this doctrine does not depend upon the 
meaning which may be given to certaja Greek 


swords, as Canon Farrar (whom you quote) sup- 


poses, but upon the necessary force of “entire 
passages, whose import would remain the same, 
however those words might be translated. 

„He that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not shall be -—.” 
What possible difference can it make how we 
translate katakrithesetai,” since the force of 
the contrast imperatively demands that the 
sentence be finished with some word implying 
“not saved’? If St. Matthew (Mi., 33) bad 
been rendered, as Canon Farrar would bave it, 
and as it might have been without impropriety 
“tlow can ye escape the condemnation of 
Gehenna?”’ the last clause would doubtless

The truth is, Mr. itor, if this matter were 
not too serious and momentous to permit any 
criticism upon it to be 5 as simply 
trivial, I should say that I can conceive of 
nothing more Quixotic and puerile than this 
attempt to turn back the uniform current of 
opinion in the Christian Church, concerning 
ove of her most important doctrines (as set 
forth in ber sacred Scriptures iu all ages, in all 
lands, and in all languages). by merely substi- 
tuting some softer-sounding synonyms for three 
or four words in the English version of those 
Scriptures ! 

But while it is true that the alterations pro- 
posed by Canon Farrar could not materiaily 
modify the doctrine of eternal punishment, as 
it has always been beldin the Church, it is at 
the same time true that the distinguished Canon 
is strangely—evev preposterously—at fault in 
his pnilological criticism. 

The New Testament has now been translate d 
into nearly, if not quite, every written jialect of 
the world, and it may safely be said that there 
is not one of those translations in which the 
Greek “kolasin aionion (St. Matt., xxv., 46) 
is not rendered by a phrase meaning substan- 
tially the same as the English, “ everlasting 

nishment. Of the two most scientific and 
hiabl cultivated | the German renders 
1 die ewige pein,“ and the French ‘* aux 
peines eternelles,’’—both of which are entirely 
synonymous with the English. There is nota 
Greek-English lexicon. in the world which does 
pot give * eternal” or “ everlasting’’ as the 
principal — 2 — for *‘ aionios,” thus show- 
ing that, if the latter may sometimes be applied 
to objects of limited duration, it is only as the 
former mav be, in res of speech. The 
derivation of “‘ aionios from * aion,” a long 
period of time,” affords no objection to this 
view, since aon “ itself comes from the ad- 
verb ‘‘aei,” which means always“; and the Latin 
**geternus,” according to Varro, is derived from 
the corresponding word “‘aevum,”’ an Aud 
since , aion and “aeyum” are doubtless the 
same word under different forms, we may prop. 
erly say that “‘aionios”’ and „ aeternus are 
ideutical, both in derivation and meaning. The 
strongest expression in English, denoting end- 
less duration, is forever and ever,“ the exact 
equivalent of which in Greek is eis tous alon- 
as ’*—literally, into the ages. The strongest 
expression in in for the same is “ sem- 
piternus.“ which all lexicons giving the Greek 
equivalents trauslate into “ ajonios.”’

FOOTPADS IN MONTREAL, 
Montreal Gasetle, Jan . 

On New-Year’s night, about 5:45 o’clock, the 
Hoa. Dr. Louis Beaubien and family, with a 
number of others, were proceeding up Bleury 
street toward the Back River, when an unusual 
and startling event occurred, followed by 
others, which we will endeavor to describe. 
There were two carriages, in the first of which 
were seated Dr. Beaubien and family along 
with the driver. Ia the second Mr. Adolphe 
Pinsonneault, Mrs. Beaubien, | Mrs. Pinson- 
neault, apd the servants aud driver were seated. 
The party were enjoying the drive as best they 


could, and had reached the pone of Bleury 
street intersected by Hotel Dieu street, 
when a man was suddenly seen by the 
driver to plant himself in the middle of 
the road as if to bar further progress of 
the party. The driver called to bim, and Mr. 
Keaubien’s attention being thus directed to the 
tellow, be had barely time to notice him when 
the horse’s bead was seized, and the man in 
the middle ol the road was the aggressor. He 
had, so far, not uttered a word. but held the 
leading horse by the bridle, and when the other 
carriage came up be took the horse attached to 
it by the bridle. Dr. Beaubien called out, 
‘Surely that man is drunk?!’ The driver re- 
plied, “Oh, no; he does not act like a drunken 
man.” Dr. Beaubieh then took the whip from 
the driver, and slashed the scoundrel across the 
face, when, the horse having commenced to rear 
at the same time, he let go of the horse of one 
carriage, but held on to that inv which the hon- 
orable gentleman was seated. The position was 
a somewhat critical one bythis time. The horses 
bed commenced to plunge and the ladies were 
frightened at the occurrence, while there was 
danger of a runaway, and this, on the 
uneven surface of Fietcher’s Field, would 
doubtless have been attended with 
serious consequences. Dr. Beaubien himself as- 
sumed contro! of the horses, and endeayored, 
by slashivg the man with the whip, to compel 
him to release his hold. The hghwayman held 
on, however,—a most determined character be 
must have been,—and forced the horses in 
among the boulders on the side of the road.

He had hardly regained 
the road when he saw that his man had been set 
upon by about a dozen rough characters, who 
had gathered around him in assistance of the 
highwayman. Having pacified his horses aud 
laced them ip safe keeping, Dr. Beaubien went 
k to look after the coachman, who was no- 
where to.be seen, both him and his assailants 
having disappeared. He then proceeded to the 
Mile End and procured the assistance of Mr. 
Robert Wiseman. Again a search was made 
for the missing coachman, but, as before, there 
was no trace of him to be found, although the 
search was continued for more than an hour. 
Information was given to the police that noth- 
ing had been heard of the occurrence. Some 
time aftefWard the missing coadhman turned 
up considerably bruised about the head and 
body, but not seriously injured. He says that 
the moment he closed with the man who 
stopped the horses, about a dozen desperadocs 
appeared so suddenly that he could not tell 
where they came from. He hit out right and left, 
knocking one or two of his assailants down. 
The gang closed upon him, and, after fighting 
fora brief period, he concluded tnat he had 
better use discretion aud legs, which de did. 
Although he received several kicks and bruises 
in the body, be managed to knock another of 
the gang down, and, jumping over’ him. suc- 
ceeded in effecting bis escape. The gang pur- 
sued him as far as Sherbrooke street, but. be- 
ing a stout man and fleet of foot, the coachman 
was fortunate enough to escape their hands. 
This accounted for the sudden disappearance ot 
both ‘bailed and assailanis up to the time Dr. 
Beaubien returned to his assistance.

Snalla has 
brought with herthse small anacondas and a 
boa-constrictor; mdMr. Farini, to whose eu- 
terprise we owe taisemarkable exhibition, ha» 
added a splendid pthon from the southwest 
coast of Africa. Salla is apparently about 28 
or 80 years of ag, d ligbt brown color, with 
somewhat pleasag features, and a lithe and 
graceful form. ler power over the serpents 
seems to be comlee. The anacondas (which 
must not be enfaanded with the gigantic 
South Americauvatr-snake, though they are 
of the same genus) Jlow her to treat them with 
the utmost faultrity. During the perform- 
ance she keeps o tithout intermission a low 
monotonous chat supposed to be one of 
the means emed for the charming 
of the reptiles, ani hey appear to be most do- 
cile and even affetinate. One will coil itself 
round her waist, ncthe others round her arms, 
The immense muciar power of these creatures 
is shown whep oe ¢ them, clutcning her wrist 
with its tail, éxtod its body horizontally, and, 
without apparen efort, sways itself to and fro, 
or erects itself inp avertical position. The boa is 
about ten feet leg and is a very beautiful ser- 
pent. It is reakably tame. It curls itself 
around Snalla’s Mist, and its forked tongue 

lays around hethad in a manner that would 
be alarming if th prformer did not convince 
us by her confidécithat no evil would result. 
The python is a cnt purchase of Mr. Farini’s.

He carefully ignored the fact that this silver 
money circulates on the ratio of 154 ounces 
to 1 ounce of gold, and is therefore in- 
trinsically worth 3 per cent less as bullion 
than the American silver dollar. He care- 
fully failed to consider the same phenomena 
going on in Germany, where 250,000,000 of 
silver legal-tender thalers continue to do 
duty as money on à par with gold on the 
same ratio of 15} to 1.

Sumner, after coming so far to instruct a 
benighted ee audience, omit to men- 
tion those tive and important facts ?

the German Empire, 154 ounces of silver 
coin, ider, is equivalent in value to 1 
ounce of The purchasing power of 
silver coin furnishes the only 
proper test. The values of gold or silver as 
bullion are not pertinent to the issue whether 
the two metals, as legal-tender. can be main- 
tained. Silver in all ages and in all coun- 
tries has maintained the greater permanence 
of value; it has been far steadier than gold ; 
it has fluctuated but little since 1793; and 
the so-called decline in the value of silver 
bullion in 1875 has been confined to a de- 
cline in its value as an exchange for gold, 
For all other purposes its purchasing power 
now is more than equal to what it 
was in 18738. The 15} ounces of silver 
of to-day is worth now as bullion more 
than the one ounce of gold was worth prior 
to the panic of 1873. The demonetization 
of silver has created an increased demand 
for gold fo take its place. Gold is growing 
scarcer under the increased demand and de- 
cline in the production of the gold mines, 
and consequently all property measured by 
it has fallen in price, and continues to 
shrink. Prof. Sumner makes himself the 
advocate of the reduced volume of metallic 
money, that gold may have an increased 
value; and he insists that the prosperity of 
the country and of all classes of the people 
will be best promoted by having one metallic 
dollar of gold rather than two, one being 
silver,—a conclusion that few people in the 
West will accept or adopt. People .do not 
desire to do business forever on a falling 
market, when money becomes dearer and 
property cheaper, and idle men more’ numer- 


y ous. 


Prof. Sumner, of Yale College, was invited 
to lecture in Chicago on the silver question ; 
he has delivered his lecture, and the silver 
question remains unsettled. Prof. SumNER 
was introduced as a man who was master of 
the subject; and, on the principle that if a 
man wanted a good dinner he should employ 
an educated cook to prepare it, so it was ad- 
visable that information on an economical 
question could be more certainly obtained 
from a philosopher like Prof. Sumnzrz. The 
address, regarded as the production of an 
expert, as the product of a person who mod- 
estly announced that no one knew more 
about it than he did, was about the weak- 
est and thinnest soup ever got up by a profes- 
sional cook. The lecture was written 
and spoken in dogmatic style, the 
author assuming that he knew all 
about the question and that his hearers knew 
nothing, and that his assertions were to be 
accepted as conclusive. Taking this lecture 
as embodying all that can be said in favor of 
demonetizing silver, the very weakness of 
the case presented by the man who declared 
he had made it a life study and knew it all, 


will probably confirm the friends of silver in 


the justice of their cause. 

The first point made by the learned gentle- 
man from Yale was that the laboning classes 
were all creditors, that each one of them was a 
creditor for his current wages, and therefore 
was especially interested in having the dear- 
est and best dollars that could be had, and 
they should all be on the side of having noth- 
ing but gold dollars. The question with the 
laboring classes is not merely one of 
the rate of wages, but of employ- 
ment,—one of getting work for which 
they can get any dollars, large or small. 
While the lecturer was advising the working 
classes to stand firm, to touch no silver dol- 
lars, but to wait until gold was increased in 
value, the Cook County Board was in session 
and voting that for the next sixty days every 
able-bodied man out of employment in Chi- 
cago should be maintained at the public ex- 
pense. Prof. Sumner advised these laborers 
to wait until they could be paid for work in 
dear gold dollars. 

The remonetization of silver is not asked 
that dollars may be cheapened below their 
proper value; it is asked that the value of 
gold shall not be unduly enhanced by mak- 
ing it the exclusive metallic money. Under 
the shadow of a general resumption of 
specie payment in an exclusive gold coin, the 
value of all property, lands, buildings, live 
stock, and all the products of labor 
is declining, fading away; the means 
of living are, dwindling, production 
is arrested, labor and machinery are 
idle, and the pauper and the tramp are 
taking the place of the thrifty, industrious 
workmen. While the gold dollar is rising 
in value, the accumulations of labor are 
sinking in value. How long is the.natian to 
stand still under this process? Shall we 
wait until the country becomes one general 

? Until every acre of land, every 
city lot and building, every article of prop- 
erty, shall have been taken under foreclosure 
to pay debts in gold dollars of exaggerated 
values? Or shall the people who are perish- 
ing under this system insist that there shall 
be no annulment of any portion of the 
stock of metallic money; that the rise 
in the value of gold shall be ar- 
rested by the restoration of the silver 
dollar; that the men who borrowed cheap 
paper dollars shall have the privilege of pay- 
ing their debts in the coin which was a legal, 
tender when these debts were contracted ? 
They insist that the Government shall no 
longer maintain the policy of depreciating 
the value of property and of enhancing the 
value of gold, of adding tothe burden of 
interest and principal of debts, and impover- 
ishing those who have to pay their debts. 
The rise in the value of gold and the depre- 
ciation of other property can only be ar- 
rested by the increase of metallic money, avd 
meeting the very contingency which in 1792 
induced Huron and Jzrrzrson to adopt 
both metals as coin, and thus prevent the in- 
jury to the country by the sudden rise of 
either. With this check to the fall in values, 
with the expansion following the increase of 
coin, there will be revival of business, 
an increase of production, the employment 
of labor, the distribution of wages, and the 
laboring classes will receive dollars of the 
size and to the number which their labor 
may demand. Give the men employment, 
put the wheels of industry in motion, create 
the demand for labor, and the workmen will 
have no difficulty of adjusting their wages 
to suit the occasion.

STEAMSHI? 

The Pacifie Mail Steamship Company is 
preparing to move ia force upon Congress 
as soon as it assembles. Besides engaging 
a large and influentid lobby, the Company 
has caused to be pubished a pamphlet en- 
titled ‘‘ Our Merchant Marine,” which, while 
it professes to be an uubiased statement of 
facts, is in reality a special plea for a sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Mdl Company. The ar- 
guments to this end are arranged under 
three heads. First, it is claimed that the 
Government has subsidized railroads and 
made internal improvements on u large 
scale to the neglect of ocean commerce; 
second, that the example of Great Britain is 
sufficient to show tle wisdom of national 
aid to ocean or internitional service; third, 
that the decrease in our commerce since 
1860 is due to the wan of subsidized steam- 
ship lines. The first two points can be 
shortly disposed of. The expenditure of 
money in land subsides is no reason for 
the foolish expenditum of money in water 
subsidies. If the appmpriations for internal 
improvements have been worthily made, 
they do not necessatily justify appropria- 
tions for ocean-servie@; if unworthily made, 
they area good argment against any ex- 
tension of the sysen. The example of 
Great Britain is also m insufficient reason for 
the United States tc engage in a similar 
policy. This countsy has shown some per- 
versity heretofore inalopting the econom- 
ical errors of Great Eritain and clinging to 
them even after Grat Britain has acknowl- 
edged that they wereerrors. It would per- 
haps be in strict keeying with the traditional 
policy of the United States, but none the 
less a blunder, for thi Government to begin 
subsidizing steamships just as Great Britain 
is withdrawing her su)sidies, 

The best argument that has been made in 
favor of subsidizing dan steamships is de- 
rived from the suppe influence of lines 
thus established in extending foreign com- 
merce. In this conmction the advocates of 
the subsidy system sw : 


From being the forerdst nation in foreign ton- 
nage in 1860 we have filen until we hardly carry 
25 per cent of our ow foreign commerce. In 
1800 American tonunagt exceeded the foreign en- 
tered at our ports by 3. 67. 374 tons. In 1876 the 
foreign exceeded ours b 7. 506. 416 tons. This is 
merely a summary Of thalirect loss. The conse- 
quent losses entailed pon our farmers, miners, 
manufacturers, and méechants, through lack of 
American facilities for arrying American exports 
and imports, cannot beiasily conceived. It also 
is a loss of employmcnto 360, 000 American sea- 


men. 

Thisarray of figure is suggestive, but the 
true inference from tem is not that which 
is attempted. The réson why foreign ton- 
nage exceeds America tonnage entered at 
our ports is not that te former is subsidized 
and the ‘latter not. Jn the con „dis, 
criminating. measugesin “favor < — — 
shipping virtually créte a subsidy in its bo- 
half. There is no instnce of a subsidy paid 
by a foreign Governmet to a line of vessels 
trading with the Unite States. Our author 
has consequently proed too much. The 
decline in American dipping must be at- 
tributed to other cause/ than those assigned 
by him. The cause ishe enhanced cost of 
building American shis since 1860. The 
shipbuilding interest hy been taxed out of 
existence by a high patective tariff. Our 
merchant marine, enttéd under foreign 
flags during the War, wi not restored after- 
wards, and the shipbuilers who hoped te 
supply its place e been unable 
to do so. Foreign vessels, manned 
by fomign sailors, representing for- 
eign capital and earnig foreign profits, 
have absorbed the carryig trade simply be- 
cause they have been aje to do it cheaper 
than American vessels. was a question of 
open competition in th markets of the 
world, and artificial price for material and 
labor were in this instance os in every other, 
a disadvantage to the Unikd States. 

The Pacific Mail chamgoa has hopelessly 
confounded two distinct ations—one con- 
cerns the position of thi United States as 
gompéting for a share of Wy carrying trade, 
and the other the relation d the commerce 
of this country to that of fdeign countries. 
It is conceivable that we nicht not be able, 
or might not desire, to carty dur own prod- 
ucts to markets, and stillmght have prod- 
ucts which we could sell profit abroad. 
Such is the condition of owpresent trade in 
breadstuffs with Great Iutain. But the 
products which we woud like to sell in 
South America, the Wit Indies, and 
China, we are unable to sell, not 
for want of vessels to cirry, them, but 
because we are continuilly undersold in 
those markets by Great Bittin and France. 
The reason why we are umesold is not, as 
the Pacific Mail Company caatends, that we 
have no subsidized lines d transportation, 
but that the first cost of qr products at 
home is higher than that of h same or similar 
articles in other countries. The cost of pro- 
duction establishes the selling-price of eve 
article that is made and sol abroad. While 
it is true that the cost of transportation 
enters into this cost as an jlement in the 
foreign country, it is not umally the main 
or the chief element. This ij the price of 
the labor employed in the werk of produc- 
tion. When the United S&tes resolved, 
therefore, to increase arbitrariꝶ the price of 
all kinds of production in thidpountry, it in 
effect agreed to surrender all it foreign com- 
merce, and it has been held 6 the letter of 
its bargain by laws more pwerful than 
those which any human Goternment can 
enact.

A FEW ERRORS CORRECTED. 

Mr. Kinx Hawes opened the debate Satur- 
day uight in the Third Ward Club on the 
silver question. The chief points of his 
speech are thus summarized in the report: 


On the question of paying the bonded indepted- 
ness of the United States in silver, Mr. HAwzs was 
atilverman. The bonds set forth on their face 
that they were payable in standard coin of the 
United States on July 4, 1870. He had little 
patience with men who could not see the legal 
right to tender silver in paymem of the bonds. for 
the silver dollar was the standara coin at that time. 
The buyer knew what he was about at the time he 
lent the money. But America was a borrowing 
nation, and when the bonds became due they would 
have to fund them, or, in plain Englisn, to re- 
borrow the money. Was it worth while, then, as 
a matter of business, to insist on paying the 
debt at the rate of 91 or 02 cents on doilar? 
It all the mints were set to work to-morrow they 
could not coin more than $24,000,000 in a year. 
In the Latin Union silver stood te gold in the ratio 
of 18 to 1 (1), and if Congress decreed that tts value 
in America enould be 16 tol, Europe would send 
silver over here and get gold inexchange. It wus 
well known that the cheaper money would always 
drive out the dearer. Io coin silver dollars of 
412% grains and decree that they saould be eq@al 
to the goéd dollar of 258-10 grains, which is by 
statute the standard of the United States, would 
not make themso. That was only worth 01 cents 
on the dollar, and, although it was argued that sil- 
ver would appreciate, it would never get above 90 
cents on the dollar (). The damage which would re- 
sultto the country by the passage of the Bax 


bill as it passed tne House would be very great. 


Its passage would be very disastrous to every man 
who earns a dollar. 


It is better perhaps to correct some of the 
errors contained in the above extract, lest 
Mr. Hawes may commit the mistake of re- 
peating them before a large audience. 

1. Mr. Hawes concedes that the bonds are 
payable in silver. Asa lawyer, he was una- 
ble to deny it, and felt bound to concede the 
fact. But we were a borrowing nation, he 
said, and thereforeit was better to submit 
to an extortion of 8 or 9 per cent 
rather than offend the bondholders! This is 
a sort of advice he would not be likely to 
give a client who owed a note. The United 
States can surely borrow silver as easily 
as gold, and with the silver the Govern- 
ment can redeem the bonds as they 
fall due a number of years hence. The bond- 
holders had no hesitation in shaving the 
Government 40 to 60 per cent in buying the 
bonds. They have been receiving in gold 10 to 
12 per cent on their original investment for 
ten to fifteen years, and have been 
so profusely repaid for their kindness that 
capitalists generally will not be badly scared 
by seeing the bondholders paid off in hard 
white money, worth something like twice as 
much as the soft green money given for the 
bonds. "4 

2. The United States has ceasedMo be “a 
borrowing nation” in the sense of increasiflg 
its debt. Since the close of the Rebellion 
it has paid off about $800,000,000 of its in- 
debtedness, and the process of liquidation is 
going on quite as rapidly as is proper or 
necessary, and rather faster than is good for 
the taxpayers in hard times. 

3. Dr. LiypermMan admits that the mints 
can coin twice the amount per annum of that 
stated by Mr. Hawzs, viz. : $50,000,000 per 
year, and their capacity can easily be in- 
creased to any desired extent. If Congress 
wants one hundred millions a year of silver 
coined, it has only to give the order and it 
will be done. 

4. In the Latin Union gold stands in the 
ratio of 1 to 154, and not 1 to 18, as Mr. 
Hawes is reported as asserting. 

5. European silver, if sent over here to 
get gold in exchange, is not legal-tender, 
and would be purchased only at its bullion 
value. Om those terms it may be sent over 
here now and exchanged for our gold; so 
there is nothing at all in that objection. 

6. If France can coin several hundred 
millions of silver dollars, which as, com- 
pared with French gold money contain 3 
per cent less silver than our dollar, and keep 
them at par with gold, and if Italy, Bel- 
gium, and Switzerland can do the same with 
their silver, and if Germany can make 15} 
ounces of coined silyer ¢circnlate at par with 
one punce of gold, why cannot our Govern- 
ment make 16 ounces of silver circulate at 
par with one ounce of gold? Demonstra- 
tion-that a thing can be done, and is done, 
must certainly be more convincing than any 
theory or assertion that it cannot be done. 

7. The Latin Union and Germany make 15} 
oances of silver coin an equal legal-tender 
with one ounce of gold coin, and the result 
is that hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
of silver circulate at par with gold on that 
ratio. In this country we have forty or 
fifty millions of subsidiary silver containing 
only 15 ounces of silver to one of gold, 
and worth as builion but 85 cents in gold, 
cirqulating freely at a purchasing power of 
974 cents in gold, because it is a legal-tender 
for a small amount. In face ofall these 
notorious and overwhelming facts, it is very 
remarkablé that Mr? Hawes would venture 
the assertion that full legaktender American 
silver dollars (cogtaining 3 per cent more 
metal than the Latin Union and German sil- 
ver coins as compared with their gold) would 
only be worth 91 per cent of the gold dollar. 

8. A laboring man would infinitely prefer 
to be set at work earning silver dollars than 
to starve waiting for employment on a gold 
basis. Leave the question of remonetization 
to the workingmen of the United States, 
and they will vote silver dollars back into 
‘circulation by a majority of millions. 


RELIEF FOR ABLE-BODIED LAZINES3. 
Since the Ist day of July, 1874, there has 
been an order in force at the County Agent’s 


rescinded for the two months ending Feb. 
28, by a vote of 11 to 3, at the last 
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the county. It is a notifieation to the 
army of tramps throughout this State and 
the West that they can march into Chicago 
and live two months without work at the 
public expense. It is a public notification 


to the authorities of other aties and towns 
that we will take their able-bodied loafers off 


their hands, and they will not be slow to 
ship them here on free passes. It grants 
every able-bodied man in this city who is 
too lazy to work full permission to invite all 
his relatives here for a couple of months to 
live free of personal expense, and then get a 

ride home again in the spring on County 
Agent’s tickets. As the first result of this 
infamous legislation, the County Agent’s 
office will not only be besieged by, a mob 
of our own, but it will be reinforced 
by a steady stream of tramps and vagrants 
from outside, who will for two months find 
the opportunity to carry out the one purpose of 
their life, to live without work by subsisting 
upon those who do work. There are hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of men who are too 
lazy to work, and will not work when they 
have the opportunity. All this class will 
live off the county. There are of course 
men who are willing to work and men who 
have exhausted every possibility of labor, 
and who need help, but where there is one 
of them there are hundreds of loafers and 
great hulking vagrants who are parasites on 
the community, and are determined they 
wil! not work so long as they can beg, dead- 
beat, or steal a living. It is offering a 
premium for improyidence and laziness 
which are always the ‘incentives to crime. 
It is levying an onerous, unjust, and wicked 
tax upon The industrious. It compels the 
econgmical, . hard-working man to help 
support his lazy, shiftless neighbor 
who will not work. It devours the 
substance of the county devoted to the 


‘worthy poor, the really unfortunate, the 


aged indigent who cannot work, and the 
widows and orphans who have been left des- 
titute. It squanders the relief without dis- 
crimination or investigation. It sets a free 
lunch for two months at the expense of the 
taxpayers of Cook County, and invites all the 
world to it without making any conditions, 
special inducements being offered to able- 
bodied eaters and drinkers, who will pour in 
without stint, and elbowthe really deserving 
poor to one side, in their eagerness to get at 
the public crib. Incidentally, also, it throws 
the doors wide open forall sorts of frauds and 
rascalities. The County Agent is left with- 
out any discretion, and powerless in the 
premises. He must help every person who 
comes and says he has no work, without the 
privilege of ascertaining whether he is an 
able-bodied loafer determined to sponge a 
living without work, or au unfortunate man 
who would work if he had the opportunity. 

Wher the people threw out the late corrupt , 
Count¥ Board and elected the present mem- 
bers upon the platform of Reform, they 
looked for something better than this unwise 
legislation, this reckless squandering of 
money, this infamous pandering to Com- 
munism, loaferdom, and vagrancy. They 
will now demand that the members of the 
Board rescind this resolution at once, and 
vestorg Order No. 4 to practical operation. 
If the County Agent is competent for his 
position, he is competent to ascertain 
whether an applicant is deserving of relief, 
and will not turn away a person in actual 
suffering and destitution from inability to 
obtain work without help. Even in indi- 
vidual cases, there is nothing worse in its 
effects than indiscriminate charity. It fos- 
ters idleness, encqurages improvidence, and 
leads to crime. In this case, the ficld opened 
by the County Board is of such unlimited and 
unguarded dimensions as to amount to a 
public danger and to immensely increase the 
already crowded ranks of pauperism. It 
taxes the industrious workingman, it robs 
the deserving poor, and it invites to this 
city a mob of tramps and dissolute, lazy 
vagrants from every part of the West, to 
swell our own horde of similar characters. 
The people of Cook County will look to the 
Board to repeal their hasty and mischievous 
resolution at once. 


The extremeiy gratifying announcement is 
made that Germany has resoived at the eleventh 
hour upon participating in the International 
Exhibition at Paris. As long as the MacManow 
policy was uppermost inthe Government of 
France, Germany looked upon every act of her 
rival with distrust. It was understood at Ber- 
lin that the Marshal represented that class of 
Frenchmen whose chief ambition was to wreak 
vengeance upon their neighbors acr the 
Rhine, while the Tu1gRs party were rightly sup- 
posed to take a calm aud reasonable view of the 
situation, and todevote their energies tothe build- 
ing up the Republic rather than to the renewal 
of hostilities. Hence, during the domestic 
political struggles of France, Germany stood by, 
sword in hand, prepared for the struggle which 
might have followed thetriumph cf the Marshal's 
policy; and, under the circumstances, there 
would have been little use in taking steps 
towards participating in the Exhibition. But 
the election resulted in the victory of 
the Republicans, and, after repeated and 
obstinate attempts to form a Cabmet 
favorable to his policy, MACMAaHON was forced 
to yield and allow a Ministry of the Left to be 
formed. Thus the suspicions of Germany have 
been disarmed, and the Government has prompt- 
ly decided to be officially represented at the 
coming Exhibition. Itgis rather late to com- 
mence making arrangements, and it is not 
probable that the German department will be 
so large and attractive as it was at Philadelphia, 
but even à poor exhibit is better than none 


at all. 


From the tone of the New York City papers 
one would be led to suppose that the people of 
that State were almost unanimous against re- 
monetizing silver, and all cfamorous for gold- 
resumption; but this isa very great mistake. 
Where is little doubt that, left to popular vote, 
alarge majority of the people of the Empire 
State are for silver. Here is a significant straw: 
New York bas a statute for resuming payments 
n gold next January. As soon as the Legisla- 
gture met last Monday a Repubtican Senator in- 
troduced a bill to repeal that act. He said H. the 
question was submitted to the farmers of his 
district the repeal would be voted by a majority 
of 20,000. F

During the past three or four weeks occasion- 
al meetings have been held in the Palmer 
House looking to the formation of a Miner's 
Exchange for the sale and purchase of shares in 
the mining compauies of Colorado, New Mexi- 
co, Montana, Dakpta, and other Territories. 
The call for the first meeting was circulated by 
one A. P. W. Skinner, who is the “ big mucky- 
muck” of a sort of mining-inteiligence office. 
His concern received a certificate of incorpora- 
tion last fall. He has a large collection of 
rocks, geodes, petrifactions, and other mineral 
curiosities, which are of a taking character, fully 
exemolifying the oid adage that All is not 
gold which gtitters.” At the first meeting, 4a 
compliance with the call, there was quite a large 
number of mining experts present. Simeon W. 
King was called to the cha, and explained 
the object of the meeting. After some 
preliminary talk, a committee of nine 
was appointed to discuss how the mining inter- 
ests of tne far West could be placed before the 
people of Chicago, so that a helping hand could 
be extended to the development of the mineral 
wealth in the Territories. This Committee con- 
sisted of Messrs. King, Skinner, Adams, Beil, 
Lee, Irwin, Press, Willets, and Smith. At the 
first meeting of this Committee only five were 
present,—Messrs. Irwin, Willets, Press, and 
Smith were not on hand. The five appointed 
Messrs. Adams and Lee a special committee to 
devise a plan of action. They formed the 
opening of a bureau of mining intelligence in- 
corporated under the general law regulating the 
organization of societies for non-money-making 
purposes. This report was presented io the 
five, who composed the majority ot the Commit- 
tee of Nine. ‘ Taree but of the five agreed with 
the conclusions of the Sub-Committee, but, in 
order to give the minority an opportunity to 
have their say, they declined to press tbe matter 
to a vote. At the next mecting Mr. Skinner 
in a short speech adyocated the forming of the 
Stock Board. No action was taken on the reso- 
lution further than the appointment of a com- 
mittee to to take the. steps necessary for an or- 
ganization and report at a subsequent meeting, 
which was held Monday evening at the Palmer 
House.

DISAPPOINTED ‘BY SUMNER. 


One Who Came to De Converted, and Went 
Away Unsatisfied with Chaff. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicago, Jan. 8.—I was one of several hun- 
dred of the citizens of Chicago who assembled 
in Farwell Hall last evening to hear Prof. Sum- 
ner discuss the gold and silver money basis. I 
went out of no idie curiosity, but strictly and 
sincerely to learn all I could on the subject, and 
especially was I anxious to learn whatever of 
mathematic or philosophic truths couid be of- 


‘fered by the friends and advocates of the single 


gold basis in support of their theory. None of: 
us know everything; in fact, few of us really 
know quch of anything when we come to deal 
in facts. Although I have never been able my- 
self to discover a single truth which, in my 
mind, gave the shadow of foundation in justice 
and equity for the theory of a single metallic 
basis of national money, ‘yet, having been a 
student, a teacher, and a close reader all my 
life, which verges on the sixties, I have 
no dea that I know the tenth 
part about this subiect which I teel 
anxious to accord to others. In fact, 
like many others who have studied diligently 
for a long time on abstruse subjects, I feel my- 
self more than half fool, and ever ready to pay 
heed to others’ discoveries aud researches in the 
same field. I was a young Jai in my father’s 
shops and office in 1834 and following, when the 
great crisis and financial panic swept so many 
meu out of business and took their means for a 
mere song. I heard then much said on the sub- 
ject of stable currency, specie-basis, and se- 
cured circulation,—and it was at that time I be- 
gan to study ana 7 to inform myseif of the 
true nature, use, a object of State and Na- 
tional money. Of course this required a knowl- 
edge of what first became the measure. and the 
unit of measure of whatever thing or article 
was tobe chosen as money. The basis, of course, 
was to be the most stable possible to get at. By 
stable I mean the least fluctuating in va ue; that

On the contrary, he dealt almost exclusively in 
the simple assertion of certain propositions as 
facts which are surely not p to be facts 
and which are the very assumed facts which all 
honest men at this very time desire to have 
proved. He asserted that if silver be restored 
at 412% grains to the dollar that it would fall 
in value below greenbacks! bat, said he, both 
Silver ana gold“ will at fffst advance in com- 
parative value to paper, but that ere long the 
peopie will have gotten of silver, and 
then sllver would decline! Not much silver 
would come in to the country“; he did not be- 
lieve the 41244 grain dollar would appreciate, 
etc. Now, all this is brieny Prof. Sumner’s opinion 
—no proot or reasons offered, but merely his be- 
lief from all the probabie circumstances. Other 
pie differ with him in opinion. ‘Then he thinks 
further that, if we make silver dollars 154% to 
Lot gold proportion, Germany “will send us a 
large amount.“ Others think differently. Then 
he thinks if we make our silver doliars 16 to 1 
it would be impossidle for the Latin Union to 
ep up ‘fs bi-metallic basis. Others think differ- 
ently, but who in this country cares or ought to 
care one fig what the Latin Union do or cannot 
do’ And just here I wish to remark that the 


tended all the wile tothe care and solicitude 
ot the European nations’ monetary basis! 
It seems impossible for the dispassionate listen- 
et not to feel that his greatest and most sought- 
for objective point was the basis for other nations; 
and not for the United States! The producers 
of silver all over our frontier States do not have 
any fears that Europe can, or will, send one 
dollar too much silver to this country; and if 
they did tear it, still it is only an opinion, on a 
par with other opinions to the contrary, and 
hence is no basis for our action. Further, he 
stig that all the reckless speculators [iu 
specie I suppose he meant} are much in favor 
of the remonetization of silver.“ This, again, 
is mere assertion; besides it bas the fault of be- 
ing not true in fact. He would have come 
nearer the truth had he stated that the lerger 
class of business men, of all classes, including 
brokers, speculators, and tradespeople gener- 
ally, are very much in favor of a restored silver 
dollar of 4124¢ grains. This much is very nearly 
true. Then, if Prof. Sumner had stated 
that the “legitimate, safe, weil-united, and 
select few gold speculators did not want silver,“ 
ne would have hit the nail exactly. it is the 
corner“ in gold which these men want to 
have always ready at hand: and for silver to be, 
equally with gold, the basis and standard aud 
the measure of value would interfere completely 
with their schemes. This needs little proof 
more than that of an axiom, and it ts of course 
equally axiomatic thet the double basis or 
standard must inevitably be more stable and 
uniform,—that is, less fluctuating in“ values, 
whether intrinsic or relative to other property— 
tian any single basis can possibly be. To deny 
this is on a par to deny the compensating clock- 
pendulums which we see everyday before our 
eyes, proving the compensating laws of two 
metais. It is a loss of time to argue the great- 
er stability of both silver and gold over either 
one as a basis as it would be to deny that the 
heat which expands one metal will change the 
centre of weight of another body properly con- 
nected with it. The two metals, gold and sil- 
ver, both equally honored in the basis of ous 
mpoey-value, are absolutely co-laborers to thi 
one single end of statu quo,—stolidity.— 
and that which , withdraws the one in- 
stuntivy supplies the other. That which 
creates a demand for the one is as instantly 
appeased by the appearance of the other. If 
the one comes to play the thief and gambler on 
Wall street in the hands of speculators and 
corner-men, that instant does the other, in the 
business-man’s hands, come to the rescue. 
Now, these are facts which I feel warranted in 
stating,—tirst, because it is a self-evident prop- 
osition, and, secondly, the history of actual re- 
tua in all communities in the world where the 
two metais have been equally honored proves 
my assertion to be an aziom, so far as ar axiom 
can receive verification. So Mr. Sumer 
goes on with his assertions as to what 
would and would not occur, and classify- 
ing those who would, and who -would 
nut, be benfited by the restored silver, just as 
if he knew it all, and his andience merely came 
to receive the facts from the Professor’s mouth! 

He finally came to our national credit, and 
the honor which that envelops or should con- 
tain; and I cannot but feel that so young a man

Equally bad and out of place was 
it for him to tell people in Chicago 
that the restoration of silver is meant to be 
only the stepping-stone to paying off our debt 
in dreenbacks! If Mr. Sumner krows enough 
to teach political economy to a cotlegiate class 
of donkeys, be knows that such an inference is 
fallacious, as the act itself would be utterly un- 
necessary, and has never entered the mind of an 
honest ser head. Mr. Sumner must leara— 
or ought to wish to learn—that men 
are living in Chicago, and all over the 
West, who had gray hairs before the Professor 
was vorn, whose ideas of faith, and public 
credit, and national honor cannot receive 
brightness nor any elements of strength from 
—— a lecture on thé subject as he gave last 
night. His over anxiety for our National honor 
meet] not disturb his professional dreams, as 
we hever repudiate our written contracts nor 
take advantage of technicalities, like that of 
claiining only one single kind of our money 
basis, merely because we happened to discover 


the friends of silver ever come: forward and at- 
tenipt to destroy gold from our system when we 
discovered that we could even have done s0,— 
with our mountai®s of silver at hand, made 
full! legal-tender to bond and free alike! 
{ am sorry for Mr. Sumner; I am sorry

Tis like being a boy again, and 
reading one of Fenimore Cooper's tales. Here 
is a real Hawkeye, and, lo you, here is the 
veritable Chingac k. The age of romance 
is not ended afterall. Mr. Vincent Crummles 
would have pawned his immortal soul for such 


set of properties, so far ahead of real pumps 


and tubs. 

The scenes in the drama are admirably painted 
by Frank Skiff, the scenic artist, whose acquaint- 
ance with the localities described has lent a vigor 
and freshness to his brush. And Bill himself is 
a noble specimen of Western humanity, tall, 
muscular, and handsome, the very ideal of a 
border hero. He acts remarkably well for a 
man whose life has been passed more among the 
realities than the simulations of savage life, 
and there is a freshness both in his walk ana 
conversation which, it is to be hoped, he will 
never get over if be pursues the life of an 
actor. The boys roar over him with de- 
light, and all the girls are *‘mashed.’’ 
Among the most interesting episodes in this 
wiid rder drama are the exhibitions of 
sharpshooting by the Austim Brothers, which 
excel anything of the kind we have seen. It is 
hard to say which to admire most, the skill oi 
the marksman or the imperturbability of the 
man who holds the mark. There is no decep- 
tion about it. It is a display of cool daring and 
skill such as our old friend Cooper would have 
made us gloat over in his ges if he could 
have conceived it. Buffalo Bull will be at the 
the Adelphi all this week. 

TRUE WOMAN.

CuicaGgo, Jan. 8.—I have no desire to disturb 
the happy effect upon the lovers of funny litera-

In the first place, it seems that you have en- 


deavored to supply the immorality of plot, the 


absence of which you lament, by making Alvert 
Chase not only the husband of his wife, but 
also of his daughter. I sincerely trust your 
readers will be re lenient to you than any 


audience gr critic would be to me were I to at- 
tempt anything one tithe as shocking in a play. 

Then, with regard to the scenes in which the 
action takes place. You have so coniused them 
and the motives of the action itself that I am 
afraid that the actors could not have spoken 
clearly enough for you to understand. A re- 
examinagion of the manuscript assures me that 
the original reasons for and explanations of the 
action are still in it; and therefore some of the 
words must have failed to reach you or passed 
you unheeded. I very much regret, not alto- 
gether for my own sake, that it should have 
been so, but because I fear your reputation for 
accuracy in description will suffer with those 
who saw the play last evening. 

One more instance: At the time of Zdith’s 
marriage she is 1544 vears old, which is duly 
mentioned in the dialogue. Yet you say that 
she is of age. Has a new law been passed by 
which her majority would have been attained! 
If so, I fully agree with you that there would 
be no occasion for concealment between Alice 
Somers and Chase. But Xdith’s minority hafp- 
pens to make that the main point of the Olot. 

I have no doubt that vour notice of the play 


will surprise those who witnessed the perform- } 


ance as much as it surprises me. I do not, 
however, wish to be understood as making any 


protest against criticism; but I do wish to be ; 


understood as asking that my work shall be 
criticised with at least a fair attention to its

AIMEE. 

Last night, at Hooley’s, was brought out, for 

the first time in this city, Lecocq’s latest opera, 

‘La Marjolaine.“ The plot—which was pub- 


lished in Tos Tripune of yesterday—is of the 


unmitigatedly absurd extravaganza type, with 
‘Frenchy ” ornamentations. The tone of the 
work is none too moral, but is not worse than 
that of the majority of its species. The main 
point of the action is taken from Cymbeline,“ 
and, while Lecocq is no more suggestive here 
than Shakspeare, he is decidedly funnier. The 
fun, however, is mostly m the spoken dialogue, 
as the music is quite largely of a serious char- 
acter. Though La Marjolaine’’ has proved a 
great success in Paris, it is doubtful whether 
it will ever succeed in attainin the 
world-wide popularity of “La Fille de Madame 
Augot or of ‘“Girofle-Girofla.” It differs 
largely from these in musical construction,— 
having. more resemblance to “La Petite 
Mariee,’’ which was presented to our hearing a 
year or so ago. In short,. La Marjolaine,“ as 
far as music is concerned, is hardly an opera- 
bouffe at all, but rather a comic opera; and so, 
while of a hig school, will probably fail to 
secure the lar appreciation awarded to 
works ‘of a lower nature, but in which the 
rollicking element is more strongiy developed. 
The piece was upon the stage ip verv 
good shape. All the leading members of 
the troupe appeared, with one or two 
exceptions. The chorus was numerous, 
sang with fair precision, and was 
costumed quite handsomely. Aimee, as the 
heroine, was more subdued than usual in action, 
but had several pretty songs, and gave them 
in a pleasant manner,—receiving encores (with 
Mollard) for the Kissing duet. Prendre le 
baiser des adieux,.’’ and the Cuckoo duet, 
„C'est la marchande de coucous; and also 
for the Beggar’s Piaint, ** Un p’tit sou, s“ vous 
plait.” Moilard, the new tenor, is stiff in ac- 
tion, and his Friekel was conspicuous'y deficien: 
in the graces of the lover. He has a light 
voice, of considerable reach; but had little op- 
rtunity of demonstrating his vocal ability. 
lle. Dupare gave satisfac as Avetline, 
as she fairly bubbled over with archness. 
Jouard was good as Anibal, he being a much 
better baritone than is usually found in opera- 
bouffe companies. Mezieres and Duplan were 
comical in their er roles,—as they al- 
wavs are, for that matter.

RELIGLOUS. 
NOON PRAYER-MEETING. 

The Rev. W. W. Everts, D. D., led the Moon 
prayer-meeting in Lower Farwell Hall yester- 
dav. After the usual preliminary devotional 
exercises, Dr. 
being the narrative of Saul’s conversion. The 
topic for the day being that of prayer for the 
Church of Christ in all lands, Dr. Everts pro- 
ceeded to its consideration. 

He said that the Church must have rest in 
order to grow, and they prayed for rest jp all 
the world. Iu many countries her worship was 
proscribed, her preachers and professors per- 
secuted, and ber doctrines assailed. There 
must be an indoctrination of the Church before 
she could be built up, otherwise the 60 
called religion was nothing but super- 
stition. Christians wanted the fear of God 
to fill the hearts of men. Then would 
follow the blessed peace of God, but there must 
be a doctrinal foundathn to faith. Christians 
must put on the armor of spiritual truth, and 
go forth to conquest. In ao other way could an 
aggressive missionary church be sustained. Old 
Scotland could not be isolated, for her believers 
were so well indoctrinated,—so well uainted 
with the catechism and the Bible, The local 
churches saw to it that their members were well 
indocrtinated, and filled with sound theology. 
The victories of ‘the cause of Ged must be 
gained, if gained atall, in the local churches, 
and the best ministers and missionaries were 
those who had Been trained in the churches. 
The power of God was not shown 
in the Papal hierarchy, but in the little 
evangelical churches in Italy, battiing and 
struggling for existence amidst manifold dich. 
culties. There was no limit to the growth of 
the Church of Christ if the work was done 
through the churches. A disorganized mass, 
even of soldiers, could do nothing, and it was 
only when the army was properly commanded 
that it couid be led on to victory. 

Mr. B. F. Jacobs read a series of requests for 
prayer for various persons. One Chicago sales- 
map domicjled in Kansas City asked that he 
might be sfrengthened for bis contest with the 
demon of rum, and a num ber of mothers, sisters, 
and wives sent in requests for their relatives. 
The various local meetings now being held in 
connection with the week of prayer were also 
made subjects of supplication. South Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and Shanghai, China, were also remem- 
bered, as well in the written requests as in the 
remagks of Mr. Charles H. Morton, who led in 
prayer. 

The meeting was then declared open for re- 
marks and requests for prayer. A voung man 
whose voice was almost inaudible was under- 
stood to ask prayer for his unconverted father. 
Certain students of the Douglas University who 
are holding meetings were remembered, and 
a number of persone in the audience arose to 
present petitions for prayer for themselves or 
others. Prayer was offered by the. Rev. M. M. 
Parkhurst. 

Mr. B. F. Jacobs said that there was only one 
Church, and when praying for the Church of 
Christ they must include all believers. The 
words “in all lands“ were therefore superfiu- 
ous. The petition that the Church should be 
delivered from error and increased in faith, 
meant that each one of its members might be 
so. There was only one language with God, 
and He heard and answered ail prayers and pe- 
titions. * 

The Rev. Mr. Walker read a short selection 
from the New Testament, and Mr. John V. Far- 
well asked the prayers of the meeting for some 
boys in the Lake Forest Academy who desired 
to beeome Christians. 

The meeting taen closed with prayer, Dr. Ev- 
erts pronouncing the benediction. 


DR. RYDER REJOICES, 

To the Kev. Prof. Swing and the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas—MyY DEAR BRETHREN: Please accept 
my congratulations. 

I have read the sermons preached by you to 
your respective congregations Sunday last, and 
hasten to thank you for them. The sentiments 
you express in referenee to future punishments 
are so nearly similar to those which I have been 
trying to preach for the past thirty-five years 
that you may well suppose [ feel greatly en- 
couraged in having two such efficient co-work- 
ers, 

It is true you both approach the great enbject 
of man’s final doom with great hesitancy, and 
on certain vital points state your views 
with “vagueness of language; but 
there is at least one phase of this 
method of treatment which is especially com- 
mendable. I refer tothe habit of new con- 
verts to use overzealous and extravagant lan- 
guage, such as that recently employed by our 
Brother Beecher, of Brooklyn. From such 
criticism, brethren, you, and especially Brother 
Swing, are happily exempt. Furthermore, this 
more cgnsiderate treatment is in accord with 
Prof. Swing’s editorial in the Alliance of Dec. 
20, in which he says: Unless something is 
done for Mr. Swing by those who have definite 
information about things beyond the cold river, 
be will probably plod along in great vagueness 
of language. Definite language should only 
come as rapidly as the definite infor- 
mation comes.“ “If Dr. Ryder bas 
positive information about these matters, 
he is justified in announcing a positive faith, 
but if he bas only such proof as has long been 
accessible to other men, any boasting over 
fixed views would seem premature. No man 
has any right to fixed views before he has found 
fixed evidence.“ 

Of course until Prof. Swing gets that “ fixed 
evidence,“ his friends will not expect him to 
have “fixed views as to man’s future Welfare. 
But for myself | shall not be disturbed even in 
this view, for the “definite information” will 
certainly come, and especially when we all turn 
our attention a little more closely to the teach- 
ing of the New Testament and less to our per- 
song speculations. 

And this leads me to say that I hope neither 


of you will ‘overlook the fact the Bible does } 


teach that there is a hell, the only question 
being as to the nature and duration of it. I 
trust, therefore, that our Orthodox friends re- 
cently born into this more hopeful view of the 
government of God will not attempt to set 
aside this Bible view, else the religious world 
may yet have the strange spectacle of the Uni- 
versalists defending the hell of the Bible 
against the denial of it by the Orthodox party. 

How pleasant, my dear Professor, tp think of 
your parish as the Central Universalis? Church ; 
and of yours, my dear Doctor, as the Centenary 
Universalist Church! I had not thought thus 
suddenly to have so important an accession to 
our denominational forces. Blest be the tie

Sumner on Silver. 
Chicago Evening Post, Jan. & 

In asptrit of fair play, Chicago last evening 
gave a good audience to, Prof. Sumner, of Yale 
College, who descanted u the remonetizatiou 
of silver. Heannounced at the outset that he 
raised his voice in behalf of the broadest and 
most permanent interest of the nation. 

His first remarkable declaration was that re- 
monetization would bring about no large addi- 
tion to the stock of silver in this country. The 
staple argument of the monometallists is that a 
double standard would make the United states 
the very best market for the demonetized coin 
of Europe. 
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portant question 
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re in which private industry is carried 
thas homes is ine only 4 ; for — 
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of a double standard, to be 
regulated by an International Congress, he 
deemed unworthy of consideration. Any nation 
with a standard of value isolated from that of 
other countries would find itself subjected to 
the same inconveniences we had suffered from 
the use of paper. He deemed it merely a ques- 
tion of adapting means to ends, not denying the 
hardship of an ap currency. ‘The 
main question before the people he con- 
sidered the probable political e uences of 
the restoration of the silver dollar to our circu- 
lating medium. 

The people of the West demand the re- 
monetization of silver as a tardy act of justice 
to a nation waterlogged with debt and as an aid 
to the restoration of shrunken values. Against 
these distinct ideas the Professor asks us to 
consider the Ur of the nations of Europe 
and the possibility of an injurious effect on the 
borrowing capacity of our Treasury Department. 
His plea for gold resumption is met by the fact 
that the scheme is well-nigh assassinated. No 
bonds are being sog under its provisions; no 
accumulation uf coin is taking place toward the 
redemption of our deprecia paper. A des- 
perate crisis has been reached, in which the 
country-seems underlaid by insolvency, and 
some radical remedy is in order. No doubt it: 
will be speedily applied. 


GEORGE VON HOLLEN. 


His Gambling Experiences The Cosmo- 
politan Club—Trae and False Friends 
Life in Canada. 

A special correspondent of Taz Trisuns vis- 
ited Hamilton. Ont., lately, and interviewed 
George Von Hollen, ex-City Collector during 
Mayor Colvin’s Administration, whe stands 
charged with a defalcation of city funds 
amounting to $135,000. In the course of the 
conversation some hitherto unpublished state- 
ments were made by Von Hollen that may 
prove interesting to the reader and adda few 
pages to Chicago’s strange and eventful his- 
tory. . 

Some little difficulty was experienced in find- 

ing Von Hollen, not because he had made any 

special efforts to conceal himself, but owing to 
the fact that his name was an uncommon one, 
and had become distorted in its spelling and 
pronunciation. Once on the right course, it 
was easy sailing, and the writer found his man. 

When George sought refuge under the egis 
of the Queen’s authorities, he dwelt in a small 
two-story frame building on the corner of Jobn 
and Barton streets, and opened up a retail gro- 
cery. He did not make a big blow-out,” nor 
flourish the hundred thousand or so that some 


persons supposed he had gotten away 
with. The thrifty Canucks in the neighborhood 
of the little comergrocery knew he was a 
stranger, and, as people will talk, you know,” 
gossiped over the matter, and soon reckoned 
him as one of the fugitive Whisky-Ring men, 
whose offense was not looked upon there as 
one of a very grave nature. George took to his 
new calling@ rather awkwardly, and some 
funny, anecdotes are told by his cus- 
tomers about the manner in which 
he dealt out his goods. However, he 
carried on the business in a fairly successful

A Meerschaum that May Be Colored in 
Thirty Seconds, 

Devoted young men who spend months, and 
injure themselves with excessive smoking, in 
coloring meerschaum pipes may thank a an- 
thropic Frenchman for accelerating the process, 
obviating some of the expense, much of. the an- 
noyance, and possibly some of the dangers of 
the operation. He soaks a pipe of common 
porous clay, worth a few cents, in a mixture of 
ether and alcohol, to which a little rose essence 
is added and in which is dissolved 10 per cent 
(by weight) of camphor, and 10 per cent of 
borax or other flux. With this is combined a 
trace of nitrate of silver. The advantage of this 
treatment are that the pipe is made to look like 
meerschaum and to have a fine gloss; the 
smoke, perfumed by the rose and camphur, is 
agreeably aromatic, the pipe is cheap, and it 
will color nicely either by smoking or exposing 
it to the light; in the latter instance, thirty 
seconds’ exposire is stated to be quite suffi- 
cient.
